Mr. Stock was libra in Kingston 


on November 23, 1S62", a son of 
the late Michael- and Elizabeth 
Clare Stock, and received 
his 


early education in St. Peter's 
parochial school. At the age of 14 
years he entered the furniture 
business conducted by his father. 
The late Michael Stock was an ex- 
pert cabinet maker and when he 
located in Kingston he opened a 
furniture 
store 
on 
Broadway, 


then known as Division street. 


Began Across Street 


The store was located almost 


opposite the present large furni- 
ture house established by his son. 
At the death of the father the 
furniture business was carried on 
by Nicholas Stock and his brother, 
John Stock, and they continued 
in business until the death of 
John some years later. 


Later Mr. Stock then entered 


into 
partnership 
with the late 


Senator Jacob Rice, and the fur- 
niture house was known as Stock 
&. Rice. At this time the business 
had grown to such 
proportions 


that it was located on its present 
site on Broadway. 


The firm of Stock & Rice con- 


tinued for a number of years until 
it was finally dissolved. Later
